; DIPLOMACY — DI0C3ACY 

Luden L'Hereux 

GEFjIANY Germany is mostly an inland power with bodies of water 
to' "the west and north. It has four neighbors, England, France, Aust- 
ria and Russia. Its normal building potential is two., these will be 
discussed in the text of the country proper, 

Germany has both an extern? X anl internal strength. The internal 
strength consist fo.fche physical configuration of the supply centers. 
The exteraal one is of a psychological order but maybe of a more 
powerfull nature yet. 

The form of the supply centers is in the shape of a wheel, kiel 
being the Bub, Holland, Denmark, Berlin and Munich the spokes. The 
rim is then formed by the provences surrounding the spokes. Now a 
wheel is only as strong as its hub. Remove it and everything will 
col'j.apse under pressure. It does a from the above, become imperative 
to evaluate this point. It is next to impossible to destroy it early 
in the game. Normally it will benefit from tho support of any free 
spokes, others willpr event or fight off the approaches to it, not 
to mention the nature of the rim which protects indirectly. One 
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thing to remember is that In order to fill its role completely a%i army 
wjL&t occupy itjj a fleet would not assist Hun or protect Ruhr. 

The spokes benefit from their mutual assistance capability with the 
hub. In order to have an estimate of the potential of the "spokes" 
^ it is necessary to study the following conditions and situtations. 

Eow many avenues of approach are there to each one? What is the 
quality and quantity of the defensive value of the spokes? &nd B most 
important, how important is the "psychological factor", which I shall 
explain now. 

If we observe the countries surrounding the spokes we see that they 
have conflicting interests 9 especially in the East e This fact plus 
others more remote 9 prevents coordination of attack against the spokes 
which would be necessary to hit the spokes with any efficacity, I 
will analyze one of th$ spokes for you and you may go all around the 
others in a simlliar manner 9 if you so desire, 

Munich has five avenues of approach, namely TYR 9 BOH, SIL, EUR, + 
RUHR. It has three defensive factors, itself, EER and KIEL. It 
would see,, a priori, to be an easy target. But this is false, Why? 
Look east! 

Russia and Austria can D t coordinate their efforts too well due to 
conflicting interests. They also have to take Italy and Turkey into 
consideration. This should eliminate one of the &wo aggressors. #hat 
is more likely or possible is a French— Russian or an Austrian — Fre- 
nch attack. How effective would ciils be? 

Were Austria to have an army in TXR and France one in Burg Man could 
easily be defended by Kiel +/o Ber. If Austria now adds A Boh a id 
France A Ruh (possible but diff ieiO.t) we will note that a great deal 
of time has been expended and a great d^al of force was needed to get 
to Sihis point. Germany p as a rule, will have time to increase Its 
^ defense to maximum. From this I would say that the moment Germany 
has four armies it is very powerful defensively. 

The problem then is as follows. You do need to compromise on ex- 
pansion. If inland operation is desired, than you require more armies. 
Tnis does insure maximum security. The trouble with land operation 
is that en Invasion of France is slow and other countries might benefit 
from It more than you. Attacking east will destroy the psychological 
protection you benefit from normally. In the case of an alliance with 
Austria such a move may be feasable s however s youhave to think of 
Eng Ch and France In such a course of action. Attacking west or north 
requires water operation,: This will delay the obtaining of the nec- 
essary army needed to increase your security to a maximum. 

Your soubh border Is well protected 9 your east has build in protection 
your west and north coast are the more vulnerable. Here Is where the 
slogan "the best defense is a good offense" applies. Before we leav e 
th£ western front I would like to discuss the status of Belgium, 

Besides being an added center for the possessor, It brings a great 
deal to whomever holds it B It Is of a strategic natx;re P It can also 
be classified as what I call a "critical point", English possession 
will will give England her much needed fifth center and a beach head 
right in the middle of the action, French possession gets a bonus 
in the form of a much more secure Burg while increasing its own exp- 
ansion possibilities. If Germany acquires it then It completely sec- 
u'-es Its Southern border and Increases Tolland's security. Of the thr- 
ee involved P France stands to 1of6 the most from the loss of it as It 
^ curiously weakens Burg and thus great care must be applied to protect 
fcttat point after its loss r just to produce a secure Internal position 
hue one that Is quite cramped. 

As German ruler you are the lucl.y pos.-jesscr of a country that has ' 
vt-ry few weaknesses. Be careful not to destroy your built-in assets 
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by ill considered moves. Get those f ov armies as soon as possible. 
Aim creating possibilities of a^taol where you are the weakest. 
Do hot; forget diplomacy because you have a st©cng position, while you 
have a position which can be easily defended you would loose expan- 
sion possibilities by doing so and would eventually fall under the 
sheer weight of the surround V,-g countries.
